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Applicant's amendments overcome the previous claim objections and have been entered for purposes of appeal. Applicant's remarks 
with respect to claims 1, 7, and 9 have been considered but are not persuasive. 

Hoffman is believed to disclose generating a geological image "viewed from viewing points of a pilot or crew." Hoffman's entire 
disclosure is directed to a navigation system that generates images from the vantage point of a pilot in a cockpit of an airplane. For 
example, in column 5, lines 39-45: the sensor 12 captures images of "a target area on the ground, such as the end of an airport runway." 
This corresponds to an approaching runway that a pilot would observe while in flight. 

Examiner is aware that, in general, "symbolize" and "virtual" are not synonymous, however, Hoffman uses the term "virtual" as 
referencing image data that is not "real." The virtual objects are generated from a database of stored virtual data, and therefore, the 
virtual objects are representative of real objects. In other words, the virtual objects merely "symbolize" real image data without actually 
being real image data. 

Also, since Hoffman's sensor data does correspond to the viewing points of a pilot, as explained above, the "overlapping" does 
occur with "an actual view from a cockpit," as claimed. 

Hoffman is also believed to teach an equivalent of "turning off-the stereo-camera" insofar as Hoffman discloses that the sensors 
can, for a period of time, obtain "unreliable" images that are not utilized. When this occurs, "the virtual scene can be substituted for any 
portion of the current sensor data" (column 12, lines 50-55). Based on this teaching, one skilled in the art would reasonably infer that 
during such a period, Hoffman's system is capable of disabling the sensors and utilizing only the virtual data, or equivalent^, 
disregarding the images taken from the sensor. Both actions produce the same result of removing the sensor data from the integrated 
view data to be displayed. 
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
